THE LOCAL PAPER. 
Its Position, Value, and Relation to 
the People. 


Just as we begin to prepare the first 

, number of Volume IV of the Towns- 
MAN, an address reported in the Press 
and Printer, given at a recent meeting 
of the Connecticut Weekly Press Asso- 
ciation~by 8. C. Beckley of the Conn. 
Western News, came to our notice. It 
contains so many things which it is 
fitting should be mentioned as we pre- 
sent our enlaryed paper, and which 
are particularly applicable to the cdun- 
try newspaper, that we print it in full 
and hope that all will give it a thor- 
ough perusal. The main subject treated 
is: first, what is due the public from 
the editor; second, what is due the 
editor fronsghe public, or in’ other 
words, what the public should receive 
‘from the editor, and what is-their duty 

- “to give the editor: 

“T will now consider what is due the 
public. First, the public should not be 
misled by the editor, People buy news- 
papers to gain information, to ‘learn 
what 1s transpiring at home and abroad, 
and they have a right to expect and 
demand that the truth, so far as ob- 

‘a tainable, be pul/lished instead of false- 
hood or sensational rumors... In this 
connection we might state that the 
public also demand that they be not 
misled or deceived in regard to invest- 
ments. Multitudes have lost their 
hard-earned dollars. by investing in 
some lottery or real estate scheme 
which editors were paid to ‘whoop 
up,” lost their fortune purchasing stock 
in some worthiess gold or silver mine 
which editors were booming in order to 
sell or unload. the stock which some 
smooth-tongued sharper had either in- 
duced them to pay cash for or had given 
them ‘ii payment for advertising; lost 
‘their fortunes by investing in the thou- 
sand and one enterprises or schemes 
that would instantly collapse, or burst 
like a bubble, if pierced by the editor- 
ial pen tipped with truth instead of 
deceit, or, would. fall of their own 

"+ weight were the newspaper props re- 
moved, The public will not long  pat- 
ronize,a merchant who deceives them 

in regard to the. quality of his goods; 
sells them cotton or shoddy for all 
wool, sand .for sugar, clay for flour; 
neither will it long support an editor 
who knowingly and wilfully misleads 

” and deceives them. . P. T, Barnum, 
the great showman, is credited with 
saying ‘‘The American people like to 

be humbugged.’’ Nevertheless such a 
policy is a suicidal ene for an editor to 

_ adopt. 

It was Samuel Bowles who said a 
“newspaper is not conducted fotthe 
suppression of news.’’. With due re- 
speci for sich an Opinion, I still think 
there are many itenis‘of news that 
should be suppressed. I think the pub- 
lic are entitled to fair treatment from 
the editor. No good business man 
proclaims all his plans or reveals..busiz: 
ness secrets, and if ‘‘by hook or crook’”’ 

: - the editor hears something concerning 
pea such plans, it is his duty to suppress it. 
I could name a certain newspaper. in 
Hlinois that makes a practice of obtain- 
ing ‘news in the following manner: 
When its impertinent inquiries about 
business intentions are evasively an- 
swered it forthwith: publishes purely 
imaginary statements about such” busi- 
ness intentions. In most cases this. has 

_the effect_of calling forth-adenial_from- 

the interested parties, who are thus 
compelled to reveal the whole or part 

of their plans’ in order to counteract 

the effect of the ~ false accusations, 

That. kind of newspaper -enterprise 

should be frowned upon, The sancity 

ies of the home family should. be re- 
a spected. Domestic*-affairs should net 
be paraded in the newspapers to sat- 

isfy morbid curiosity. Gossip and scan- 

dal should be excluded from press, In- 

decent and impure advertisements of 

patent medicines, quack doctors and 

‘*fakes’’ should be banished frpm news- 

paper columns. — There are plenty of 

clean, wholesome, legitimaye and inter- 

esting news items and adyertisements 


without pandering to the depraved ap- 
petite of a certain portiomof the public. 

Railroad charters and franchises ‘are 
granted by the public, through their 
representatives in the legislature. Rail- 
roads are chartered for the public con- 


that can be gathered and published | 


venience, as common carriers; char- 
tered to serve instead of rule the public, 
yet many railway corporations act as 
though the public had’ no rights wor- 
thy of respect. It is often said: that 
the state of Connecticut is owned by 
one railway corporation, or that they 
always own the legislature. Be that 
true or not, the point that I wish to 
make is this—even if one or more rail- 
way corporations do own the leyislators 
of Connecticut they should not own the 
editors of Connecticut. . The relations 
of the public to the editor demand that 
the editor champion the public’s cause 
whenever railway corporations ignore 
or trample upon the public’s rights. 
He should fearlessly, fully and truth- 
fully present the people’s case, but he 
should do no injustice to the railway 
corporation or attempt to create a prej- 


udice against them. Bedéause an edi- 


tor critices the train service, the freight 
and passenger tariffs, or the policy and 
acts of a railway corporation, it does 
not follow that he is unfriendly to that 
corporation; neither does it follow that 
he is owned by the railway corpora- 
tion if he gives them deserved credit 
for their enterprise, or for their efforts 
to serve the public. 

Apparently yery few editors rightly 
and fully, understand the relations of 
the public to the editor in regard to 
politics.

Such being the case, they are ina great 
measure responsible forthe opinions of 
their readers. Far too many editors of 
political newspapers seem to think that 
‘tgood politics’? consists in ridiculing 
the platform of the opposite party and 
in traducing its candidates; even the 
truth does not serve their. purpose, but 
the grossest slanders and falsehoods 
must be invented and published. Is it 
any wonder that so many think that 
politics are corrupt? Is it any wonder 
that good men are loth to become ‘can- 
didates for office whén they well know 
that falsehood, calumny, and ridicule 
will be hirtéd'ayainst them? The pub- 
lic want light on . political questions; 
want to know the true character, ser 
timents, and qualifications of cafidi- 
dates tor.office; but the editor who 
deceives them and knowingly deals out 
heresy, who misrepresents or defames 
the candidates, may~ be considered a 
good partisan, but he prostitutes his 
calling or office and he gives his read- 
ers a Stone when they ask for bread. 

The public expect the editor to be 
interested in their warfare; to .rotify 
them of the various games practiged on 
countrymen by bunco men and swind- 
lers; to expose all schemes to rob or 
defraud individuals, the state, or the 
nation; in short, the public expect the 
editor to be their watchman {\-ive 
them warning of all approaching ¥an- 
ger; to work for them and with them 
in numberless ways. Hh 

Brethren of the Connecticut Weekly 
Press A’ssociation, some of you know by 
experience how unkind and unjust 
some churches, societies, organizations 
and individuals are who take their job 
printing to some amateur printer, but 
bring tlieir free advertising to-the edi- 
tor. There are very few country news- 
papers that’ can ‘live by subscriptions 
alone; they must also have job print- 
ing and paid advertisements in order 
to exist. You-realize how discourag- 
ing it 1s to the editor to faithfully work” 
for the best interests of a commutiity 
—work 16 hours a day as many coun- 
try editors do—and then have-the pub- 
lic seem indifferent to the editor’s wel- 
fare by neglecting to pay their subscrip- 
tion, by withholding their advertising 
patronage, and by taking their job 
printing to some ho is not a resi- 
dent of their town, or if he happens to 
be a resident he is not in a position to 
benefit the town as the public spirited 
editor can. You have often felt that 
the public, by their acts, prayed. in this

Another injustice shown the editor 
is this: the publié demand that the 
editor fight their battles-for them and 
ventilate the iniquity or oppression of 
some corporation or some political com- 
bination; the neglect of duty or breach 
of trust-of some public official, and yet 
the editor has’ to take the chances of 
being -sued—for libel; even-if he makea 
no false statéments in the matter. 

In order to hold their prompt-paying 
subscribers, or to vollect pay from de- 
jinquents, and to secure new subscrib- 
ers, some‘country editors are actually 
compelled to annually run a home- 
made lottery and give every subscriber 
a ticket.in the drawing; others are 
forced to give 16 months’ subscription 
for the price of 12 months, or else of- 
fer various other premiums, which they 
cannot afford, to subscribers and to 
agents. To be compelled to buy sub- 
scribers is certainly humiliating to: an 
editor and it 1s also a sad commentary 
on public spirit and public appreciation 
of an.editor’s position and labors, and 


realize what is due the editor, and how 
little the public understand the rela- 
tions of the public to the editor. ‘The 
laborer is worthy of his hire.’ At this

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ANDOVER CONFERENCE, 


A Large Gathering. 


The semi-annual meeting of the Ando- 
ver Conference was held with the Free 
Church last Tuesday. Despite the 
stormy weather there was a large gath- 
ering and a very enthusiastic and suc- 
cesstul meeting. Kev, F,.A. Wilson 
called the ineeting to order, and Rev. H. 
T. Rose of Lowell was elected modera- 
tor, First in the order of exercises for 
the morning session came the transac- 
tion of business. ‘Tlie report of the com- 
mittee of arrangements was given by 
Rev. Mr. Wilson, and accepted. Secre- 
tary A. W. Burnham of Lowell read the 
records of the previous meeting, which 
were approved. A business committee 
was appointed consisting of Rev. C, W. 
Huntingtun and T. A. McMaster of Low- 
ell, Rev. 8, I. Briant of North Chelms- 
ford., ‘The moderator called for the elec- 
tion of a statistical secretary for two 
years, and T, A. McMaster was re-elected 
to that position. 

Then followed a devotional service led 
by Rev. Mr. Briant of Chelmsford. ‘The 
discussion of the forenuon was- now in 
order on the general.subject, ‘The In- 
fluence of the church upon the commu- 
nity,’ divided into four sub-headings. 
First, Prof. Ryder of the Seminary spoke 
of the church as a guardian of Christian 
truth, and from his remarks. the follow- 
ing thoughts were taken: No man can 
judge the truth for himself safely. There 
is too much individualism instead of 
communism or churchism. We are gain- 
ing a more vital idea of God’s presence 
in the church. We are'getting the inspi- 
ration of the church. Truths of God are 
not communicated to each man: by him- 
self, but first to the church ‘The church 
isa guardian of revelation and always 
has been. No Christian could have re- 
ceived the light of God without receiv- 
ing it through the church. The presen- 
tation of the truth through all ages has 
been better preserved than any other 
literature. the church is receptacle of 
the truth and we apply it through the 
instruction of the church. The church 
as an apostle puts it, is the pillar and 
ground of the truth, p 

Rev. W, A. Keese of Lawrence was the 
next speaker on “The cliurch as an edu- 
cator of the public conscience.’’ Noth- 
ing but the chirch can ediicate tlre Le 
lic conscience. The néwspaper, schools, 
and home fail to doit. The church must 
be the moral educator of the individual 
and must do its part by teaching the im- 
portance of the conscience. It must take 
the moral questions of the day, scan 
them and see how far they are permeated 
with the Christian spirit, and then tell 
the pédple. ‘The minister speaks to but 
comparatively =a few people, but they 
should spread the teachings of Christ 
among others. 

‘The church as a social and reforma- 
tory power’ was the next topic, and was 
spoken upon by Kev. Clark Carter, City 
missionary of Lawrence... He said the 
church is not the power, but Christ and 
the church is the vehicle to carry it. The 
church itself has never been a social or a 
reformatory power as it is generally so 
thought, because of its unfitness for the 
work. It is Christ through the church. 
People outside and inside of the church 
are demanding impossibilities. of it, It 
is not by class on class but by soul on 
Sout that the ower is obtained: —het ts 
as Christians lay aside the thought that 
the church should do this or do that, but 
as individuals ask what we are doing 
ourselves. He believed in individual- 
ism in the church, and that each one 
should be careful that he does his duty. 

The last appointed speaker of the morn- 
ing session was Rev. Gardner S. Butler of 
Ballardvale on ‘The church as an agent 
in the saving of souls.’ He gave many 
valuable “hints on this subject. The 
church must present clearly God’s plan 
of salvation. The church must be the 
agent which Christ can use, and it must 
be the ready agent. : 

The subject was then given to the con- 


-|-ference for discussion and several made 


brief remarks on its various phases. 

After this a recess was taken and about 
four hundred peuple partook of a gener- 
ous and well-prepared repast served in 
the vestry. by the ladies of the Free 
Church. The tables were prettily ar- 
ranged and presented an inviting appear- 
ance, Many complimentary remarks in 
regard to the dinner were made, and the 
ladies may well feel proud of their suc- 
cess. 

Dinner over, the afternoon session was 
opened with a praise and prayer service 
led by Rev. C. H. Oliphant of Methuen. 
Business was next in order and the re- 
port’ of the business committee men- 
tioned above was read by Rev. C. W. 
Huntington, The recommendation that 
the next meeting of the conference be 
held with the Trinity Chureh, Lawrence, 
was accepted. Also that the constitu- 
tion be so changed that it be optional 
with the COMMITEE RE-crangem ents to 
have the sessions of the conference in 
the morning and afternoon or afternoon 
and evening. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the 
Free Church, especially the ladies, for 
the day’s entertainment.

al Austin helps. 


News was received on-Monday mor#- 
ing of the death of Prof. Phelps, at h 
Bar Harbor home, at two o’elock in the 
morning. He had been suffering for 
some time, and his death was not a sur- 
prise to his immediate friends, 

Austin Phelps was a descendant of a 


*prominent old English family, who set- 
tled in Massachusetts soon after theland- ° 


ing of the Pilgrim Fathers. He was 
born in West Brookfield im 1820, and in 
that town received his early education 


entering Hobart College, Geneva, N.Y.- 


at the age of 13; from which school he- 
went tothe University of Pennsylvania, 
aud was graduated in ‘the. class of 1887. 
He studied. theology..at-New. York, New 
Haven, and here in Andover, and took 
up his first spastoral work in charge of 
the Pine St. Church in Boston, in 1843, 
where he remained six years. 

Prof. Phelps came to Andover in 1848, 
having been appointed professor of 
sacred rhetoric in the Andover Theologi- 
cal Seminary, which position he held un- 
til 1879, when he was obliged to resign 


on account of ill been He was ap- 
pointed president of tlie Andgver Faculty 
in 1869, and since his giving -of active 


work has been professor emenitus. He 
was an honorary member’ of various so- 
cieties connected with the Congrega- 
tional Church,- had been @ trustee of 
Wellesley College, director of the Ameri- 
can Educational Socijéty, and in 1860 to 
1863 was chaplain of the Massachusetts 
Senate aud the House of Representatives: 
Since Prof. Phelps resigned his professor- 
ship in 1879, he has-been engaged in liter- 
ary labors, and the following are some of 
his most important publications: “The 
Still Hour,” ‘The New New Birth,” 
“Studies of the Old Testament,” “Sab- 
bath Hours,” “The Solitude of Christ,’’ 
“The ape of Preaching,’ ‘Men and 
Books,”’ ‘‘English Style in Public Dis- 
course,”’ ‘My Portfolio and My Study.”’ 
He is also the author, with Prof. E. A. 
Park, D.D., and Rev. Dr. Furber, of “The 
Sabbath Hymn Book” and ‘‘Hymns and 
Choirs.” For the past few years he has 
written many interesting articles for the 
Congregationalist, and his name has been 
a most familiar and welcome one to many 
readers of that paper. 

Prof. Phelps was an earnest student, 
and @ remarkable instructor, and his 
class room-waerk was a great help to’stu- 
dents, His OR are among the lead- 
ing books # Christian thought, his 
“Still Hour” being thought by some to 
be the greatest of all, in its beauty of ex- 
pression and ‘wonderful power. Prof, 
Phelps was thrice married, his first wife 
being Elizabeth Stuart, whose writings 
were quite noted, and the second a sister 
of the}first. Mrs: Mary A. (Johnson) 
Phelps survives him, to gether with four 
children, Elizabeth. Stuart Phelps Ward, 
the noted authoréss; Lawrence, pastor of

Syracusk, N. Y., Oct. 16.—2 a. m.—The 
most disastrous fire that has visited Syra- 
euse for many years was discovered in the 
Leland hotel at 12:80 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The fire is still buring fiercely, 
although the entire fire department, con- 
sisting of nine engines, are working hard 
to save further loss of lifeand limb. An 

. sye witness of the fire says he is positive 
that at least twenty-five persons have lost 
their lives and many more have been more 
or less injured. 5 

One woman was -being lowered from a 
w-ndow by the aid of a rope, and-had 
reached a point opposite the third story, 
when the rope became ignited from a 

‘burning sill, It parted and the woman 
fell to the pavement, her brains dashed 
put and her body flattened into a shape- 
less mass. 


So great is the confusion and excite- ||, 


ment that the identity of those killed and 
injured is wholly unknown, Undertakers’ 
ambulances are flying in all directions, 
and the streets in the neighborhood of the 
ill-fated: hotel are thronged with excited 


people. 

Many lives were lost by people crazed 
with fright who jumped from windows. 
One man says he saw six people jump 
from different windows on the Fayette 
street side of the building within a space 
of four minutes. The building was pro- 
vided with iron fire escapes on the out- 
sides and ropes on thé‘insides, which were 
the means of saving many lives.

EX-SECRETARY OF WAR BELKNAP 
FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Justice Miller Passes Away--The Daugh- 
ters of the Am: rican Revolution—Other 
News from the Capitol, 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 14.—Gen. W. W. 
Belknap of Iowa, ex-secretary of war, was 
found dead in his bed in his quarters ad- 
jacent to his office in thes Evans building, 
‘on New York avenue iu this city. Gen. 
Belknap, during the long absence of his 
wife and daughter in Europe, for reasons 
of ecovomy, undoubtedly, had a sleeping 
room fitted up adjoining his office, That 
was his home. Mrs. Belknap has been 
absent from the city most of the sum- 
mer, and Gen, Belknap seems to have re- 
turned to his old quarters for_a portion of 
the season. He was seen about the city 
on Saturday and that was the last that 
was seen of him. OnSunday morning the 
chambermaid who had charge of the 
building knocked at his door, but failed 
to find admission. This was not con- 
sidered unusual, as Gen. Belknap had 
often been absent from the city on Sun- 
day. Yesterday, however, when no an- 
swer was given to the knock upon the 
door, an examination was made and the 
body of Gen. Belknap was found in the 
bed. The hand was clasped about the 
heart as if there hat been pain. The im- 
pression is that Gen. Belknap died of a 
sudden attack of heart disease. 

This is asad ending of a career which 
had been very prominent in this country. 
Since the days of the impeachment Gen. 
Belknap had been for the most tinie a resi- 
His business 
success has been varied. His expenses 
were quite large, particularly because of 
his absent family. It is understood that 
for the last few months he had, beem in 
financially. For 
this reason there have been reports that 
his death might have been due to natural 
causes, but there is nothing to warrant 
any such conclusion, Gen. Belknap had 
been very despondent, however, for the 
last few months. 


JUSTICE--SAMUEL—E, MILLER. 


Apparently Without Pain the Eminent 
Jurist’ Passes Peacefully Away. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Justice Miller 
died last night at 10:52 o’clock, without a 
struggle and appurently without pain. A 
few minutes before he died the phlegm in 
his throat gradually accumulated and his 
framequivered. It was evident that the 
end was fast approaching, and the mem- 
bers of the household who were not in the 
sick room were hastily summoned to his 
bedside. : 

Besides Mrs. Miller and her son Irvine, 
there were present Dr. Cook, J. W. Wool- 
worth, an old friend of Justice Miller who 
had just-arrtved trom Omaha, the family 
servants and Chief Clerk McKinney of 
the supreme court, , 

Soon after death, the face of the justice, 
which had become somewhat drawn dur- 
ing the last aay of his sickness, changed 
toa perfectly natural condition and he 
looked as if in a quiet slecp. 

No arrangements for *the funeral have 
yet been made, but it is certain that his 
remains will be removed to his home at 
Keokuk, Ia., where they will be interred 
in the family burying ground. °
